HISTORIC CHARACTERS. 


A Glance at the Thinkers and States- 
men of the Southwest. 
**Gath’s’’ New Orleans Letter to Cin. Enquirer. 
I was thinking over the public men of the 


Southwest meen asking myself which of 
them had been the most influential on his 
country’s civilization and development. 


Taking the Southwest to be everything be- 
low the Tennessee River, between Alabama 
and the plains, we think of several brilliant 
pao immediately who lived or operated 

tween those limits. It has generally been 
said that Tennessee is the mother of South- 
western States. The founder was John Se- 
vier, whose family cpntrolled the politic, of 

Arkansas from its admission into the Union 

down to the civil war. with but few inter- 

vals. Then came Sevier’s youthful oppo- 
nent, Andrew Jackson, who in a military 
point of view was the Washington of the 
Southwest, and his name was formidable un- 
til he died throughout Mississippi, missouri, 
Arkansas and Texas. Almost the last act of 
his life was to issue a private proclamation to 
congratulate Texas on coming into the Union, 
which was carried out under his young disci- 
ple, James K. Polk. Although Texas was 
admitted a few days before Polk came into 
office, his e'ection compelled that event, and 
his Administration fought the war with 

Mexico, which not onlv protected Texas, but 

ve us powerful extensions of territory on 

er west. 

Thomas Benton, of Missouri, another Ten- 
nessee man, who left Tennessee partly on 
account of a bloody fight he and his brother 
had with Jackson, was a remarkable charac- 
ter of this region, but he had unpopular 
qualities, stirred up unworthy animosities, 
and his otism was almost equal to his 
American historical scholarship. He remains, 
however, th: ablest general writer, prophet 
and inepirator of the Democracy of the 
plains, for he was not much an enthusiast on 
the Texas question, having followed Mr. Van 
Buren, who pronounced against the Govern- 
ment admitting Texas. Benton turned his 
attention to asplendid empire west of Mis- 
souri, in Oregon, Californis, Coloraduv and 
Kansas. He belongs, therefore, to the North 
rather than the South, and was so discrimi- 
nated againstin Missouri when Jim Green 
and several other small-fry divided his rai- 
ment. His young proteges, Frank Blair and 

, Montgomery Biair, in the field and the Cabi- 
‘net, maintained their identity as aposties of 
Northern idea. 

A man rather overlooked in the Southwest 
was Gov. Claiborne, the first American Gov- 
ernor of Louisiana. Mr. Cable introduces 

him in a faint aketch in his novel callea *“*The 
Grandissimes.’’ He died while the Senator- 
elect of Louisiana, after having been both 
Territorial and State Governor. It is his 
‘nephew, I believe, who has recently written 
the **History of Mississippi.”? Sam. Houston, 
notwithstanding bis remarkable qualities and 
uniform patriotism and succes, is still very 
much of a local character, because the rest of 
the country is but slightly familiar with what 
bas been going on in Texas. The last genera- 
tion knew Houston much better than the 
present one. 

Two briiliant men in the South were S. S. 

Prentiss, of Mississippi, and Robert Critten- 
den, of Arkansas, both of whom, it is said, 
shortened their days and darkened their 
bright talents by that dissipation into which 
young men fromthe Northern climate were 
often drawn by their prominence in the far 
South. Traditions say that Crittenden died 
on a spree while visiting Prentiss, and Pren- 
tiss himself bitterly lamented that he had 
ever gone South at all and lost the restraints 
of his New England education. The two 
celebrated men of Mississippi—Jefferson 
Davis and John A. Quitman—were both from 
amore Northern climate. Quitman was of 
German stock, born at Rhiuebeck, on the 
Hudson River, near the homes ofthe Livings- 
ton family. Davis was born in Kentucky, 
but a few miles from the birth-place of 
Abraham Lincoln, and it has been said that 
both were of poor white stock. Davis, how- 
ever, was able to get into the regular army 
whev a young mav, which supposes some 
family backing. Up to the rebellion Mr. 
Davis’ record in the Senate and the Cabinet 
was one of the best from the South. Since 
the rebellion he appears to have been unable 
to extricate himseif froma series of small 
fatalities naturally attending a failure like 
that of which he was the head. Men can be 
far more righ¥thao he was, and yet lose his- 
torical approval by the material triumph of 
their country in consequence of their 
overthrow. This has been the case in 
France, to some extent, with Coligny and the 
Huguenots. Inthe eves of ail Protestants 
they were right, but they kept up civil dis- 
turbances in France, and that monarcby and 
nation could oniy be united and quieted by 
their suppression, which Richelieu accom- 
plished. How much greater must be the per- 
sonal failure of the Chief Magistrate of a 
Slavery Republic, particularly since he has 
had so little cheerfulness in falling into the 
counter triumphin which his own people 
have shared. His book belongs to that class 
of publications which the Puseyites in Eng- 
land read with deep interest, as to whether, if 
the Reformation bad not stopped about one- 
third of the way in its course, we should not 
have been cousiderably better. 

The pbysical heroes of the Southwest dur- 
ing the rebellion were so many, and there 
was 80 little of an intellectual or moral kind 
to distinguish them, that the whole mess is 
in danger of being confused and forgotten. 
One of the mo-t remarkable of them, per- 
haps, was Hindman, of Arkansas, who car- 
petbegged into that State before the war, with 
the idea of conquering it by a union of his 
talents and his ferocity. Though he was a 
military failure, he prevented the atrocities in 
his department which were permuted by 
Sterling Price and others in Missouri, Texas 
and Louisiana, and be hanged ruffians of his 
own command, as Burbridge didin Kentucky. 
Arkansas, since the war, bas been rather 
more orderly than it was before, while the 
disorders of Missouri since the war have 
been almost perennial. Hindman was assas- 
sinated, like Van Dorn, another capsole man 
in war, the latter by one of his own tribe, 
who suspected him of intimacy with his wife. 

Albert Sydney Jobnson is claimed by some 
to have been the Robert E. Lee of the South- 
west, yet I doubt whether he showed any 
more perseverance or force of character thay 
Pemberton in defending Vicksburg. The 
romantic nature of Southera writers leads 
them to suppose from the circumstances of a 
death like Johnson’s thet his career, had he 
been allowed to live, would have n some- 
thing immense. We only knov that be made 
his mistake like the rest of them, and lost bis 
life, and his fame will only be kept alive bv 
the enormous concussion of Shilob. ;

climb enough fromthe lowerto the upper 
station of the railway, but fortunately, nota 
long one, the ascent of somewhat more than 
a thousand feet being accomplished in about 
an hour’s time. 

The superiority of the Superior Station of 
the Funicular Railway lies wholly inits ele- 
vation above sea level, The edifice is nothing 
more than a wooden shanty—a mere taberna- 
cle run up in a style sufficiently enduring to 
last until the next eruption has brushed the 
Funicular Railroad off the face of the moun- 
tain. The rai:road itselfis of very peculiar 
construction. The line is a double one; but 
the carriages, of which there are two—one 
ascending while the other descends—run each 
on a single rail raised above a foot from the 
bed of the road onamassive sleeper. The 
vebicie is steadied by aseries of gaide whee!s, 
which, mounted on eculiar curved 
arms projecting horizontally from the lower 
part of the frame-work, press firmly against 
small secordary rails nxed to the sides of the 
sleeper. An endless wire rope working over 
large pulleys at the upper and lower stations 
is fixed to each carriage; and, the rope being 
set in motion by a stationary engine below, 
one carriage mounts while the other descends 
the steep gradient of more than thirty de- 
grees. ‘Carpe diem’’ is naturally the maxim 
ofthe Vesuvius Railway Company. “Let us 
cut down expenses to the lowest figure, and 
squeeze as much money as we can to-day 
from tourists and students of nature, for to- 
morrow the mountain may be on the rampage.” 
Such language as this, no doubt, is held by 
the chairman of tbe company, when a share- 
holder ventures to suggest a more liberal ex- 
penditure on permanent way or a reduction of 
the exorbitant fares. 

Five minutes from the upper station, along 
a rugeed path, flanked by walls of rough 
scoriz, and the top of the mountain, hidden 
until now by the slope ofthe cone, came sud- 
denly into view, a dense cioud of white smoke 
issuing from the crater, accompanied by in- 
termittent discharges of black ashes and cin- 
ders. A few paces more, and, passing over 
a low brow at the summit of the great cone, 
we find ourselves in front of a small hut o! 
roughbly-thrown-together lava blocks. 

The character of the prospect, looking from 
this hut toward the smoking crater, might be 
best summed up in the one; word *‘infernal.”’ 
A smal! plateau or shaliow basin, less than 
fifty yards in width, lay before us, covered 
with a rough crestof sulphur, whose brilliant 
tints of vellow and orange and green were 
beautiful with a reptilian beauty. Imagine a 
huge frog skin stretched over a rough surface 
some fifty yards wide, and you have an almost 
perfect picture of this little basin. At its 
farther edge rose the final cone of Vesuvius, 
asteep mound of black clinkers, some nifty 
feet high, like the cinder heaps around a great 
ironworks. From its mouth rose a thick 
column of light-colored smoke, and at iater- 
vals ofafew secondsadeep soft roar was 
heard likethe rusbing of distant waters, and 
a gush of ashes and dark cinder lumps shot 


speed vradually decreasing till they reached 
their culminating point, where they hovered 
for a moment before they went swooping 
downward into the crater once more. 

After a little while we went across this lit- 
tle plateau for the final cone. It was a strange 
sensation to feel the treacherous floor of 
reeking sulphur crunch beneath one’s feet in 
the deep silence of the mountain top—a si- 
lence broken only at regular intervals by the 
roar of each discharge from the crater and 
the rustling of the lighter cinders as, carried 
by the wind, they feilionthe outer circie of 
the cone. Walking overthe furrowed and 
fissured field of crisp sulphur here catled up 
in the memory recollections of tramps across 
Swiss glaciers at davbreak, beforethe frost 
crystals have begun to meit beneath the sun, 
but the erunch of the footfalls was perhaps 
the only link connecting the actual picture 
with the one stirred up in the memory. 

The last ten minutes’ work up inthe steep 
slope of loose clinkers was more fatiguing 
than all that had gone before. The sulpbur 
fumes curiing up from every crevice between 
the cinders grew stronger as we went on, 
taking away our breath, and causing us to 
halt and cough spasmodically every half 
dozen steps we made. Added tothe reek ofthe 
sulphur was the unpleasant heat of the ground 
beneath our feet, enough to scorch the soles 
of our boots, and to become absolutely pain- 
ful when one happencd to sink to his ankies 
in the cinders. Measured witha protractor 
on the sharp profile of an excellent photo- 
graph bought in Naples the following day, I 
found the angle of inclination here was fully 
thi:ty-four degrees, a slope only a few de- 
grees less than that which Humbold’, in bis 
account of the Peak of Teneriffe, points out 
as being quite impracticable on firm, smooth 
ground without the cutting of steps. But 
our feet, bedding themseives in the shifting 
clinkers, which slid under our weight with 
a metallic tinkle, eut their cwn steps 
as we hurried up, making a spurtto get over 
the business quickly and emerge into the 
pure air once more. We ‘could not get right 
up tothe brink of the crater. The stifling 
smoke was too much for us. Curling over 
the edge, it crept some feet along the slopes 
and heid us there at bay; but even if we bad 
been able to hang over «the treacherous 
crumbling rim, there could bave been noth- 
ing to see inthe cavity of the crater itself 
but more smoke. So weestood gasping about 
six feet below the brink,sadmiring the grand 
discharges of flaming red €inders popping up 
some hundreds of feet into the air and falling 
back again softly as Roman candles. Now 
and then a large lump of cinder would tum- 
ble back over the edge and roll to our feet, or 
shoot out veyond us, and get us dodging here 
and there, or absurdly duckiog our heads 
and shrugging our shoulders, as if that 
could have made the Blew ligater when it 
came. 

Some time afterward we turned our backs 
on the crater and retired in rather disorderly 
fashion, coughing and stidfng aud stumbling 
down the scorching hot cimder cone until we 


reached the lava rampart which bounds the 
small sulphur piateau on the right. Here, 
breathing freclv once more, we sat down and 
enjoyed the spacious prospeet of land and sea 
beneath us, or perhaps I should say I, and 
not we, enjoyed it, since Mr. Ruskin will not 
hear of an uncultivated peasantry having an 
eye for the beautiful in landscape.

Now if a narket value for the wheat could be 
established for the last day of the month at a 
price above the figures the middle men bought 
at, they probably could claim damages from 
the parties who were short to them, but as the 
month went out with sales at from $1 40 to $1 25, 
and as it would be difficult for any committee 
to fix the actual value of the wheat on the last 
day above $1 25, you can see that they cannot 
claim damages from the shorts. It is mv opin- 
son that the middle men must stand their

Ia 
doing this Brother Lionberger was enabied to 
effect a little arrangement for bis son-in-law 
John D. Davis, the attorney. The wreck’ as | 
since been carefuily guarded by the assignee 
and his son - in - law, backed bv 
the moral and legal support of 
Judge Geo. A. Maaill, ex-president of the 
ex-vemocratic Association.

$3,125 jointly. The son-in-law of the assignee 
for his own services, independent of other at- 
torneys, has accepted $2,829 55, and $15 per 
month for office rent.

A LONDON LETTER.

The sharp advance was caused by an urgent 
demand from the South that came while the 
offerings of oats were small here. A few dars 
ago large orders were received from Cafro, 
Ili., where the high water prevented grain 
from being received and shipped, and from 
many other points south the derand was un- 
usually heavy.

These men make from $1 50 per day upward.

The men are roasted almost to death during 
four months ofthe year.

The State Stationer at Loggerheads With the 
Governor and Auditor. 


The State of Missouri, through its Board of 
Printing Commissioners, annually advertises 
for bids and proposals for furnishing the exec- 
utive departments of the State Government 
with stationery. During the last ten years the 
contract has been continuously awarded to 
John J. Daly & Co., on competitive bids. The 


method of obtaining stationery, as pre- 
scribed by law, is by requisition on the Secre- 
tary of State, who is ex-officio chairman of the 
Printing Commission, and the receipt in- 
dorsed onthe requisition is used as a voucher 


by the parties holding the contracts. After 
the stationery and printing contracts are 


awarded, the executive officers are bound by 
law to recognize the same andare 10: per- 
mitted to purchase stationery outside, unless 
to be paid for out of the separate 
contingent fund of each department, which is 
generally too closely limited for any such 
maneuvers. Itis alleged thut a coolness e@x- 
ists between Gov. Crittenden and Secretary of 
State McGrath, and that the Governor is not 
inclined to make requisition in the proper 
form. Thus, Ilsst week his Exceliency tor- 
warded to Gast & Co. a latge order for en- 
velopes, and another to the New York National 
Bank Note Company forthe same, for all of 
which the Secretary of State cannot approve 
an order on the general fund tur printing 
for the executive departments. A conspicu- 
ous violaftton ot the atatione! y contraet 13 State 
Auditor Walker, who bas always shown a de- 
sire to purchasc outside, and of the stationer 
he demands fresh tigures up nm every piece of 
work, notwithstanding the stationer’s cdetail- 
ed bid is on file and duly accepted by the stare.

York Merchants on a Whole- 
sale Scale.

The Queer Firm of A. P. Ryan, and How 
it Did Business—A Clever 
Fraud. 


A very clever swindle has been unearthed, 
which promises to develop features that will 
be of interest, not only to the merchants of St. 
Louis, but those throughout the country. The 
facts in the case secured by a POST-DISPATCH 
reporter, after an extensive search, are these: 

In December last the Associated Press an- 
nounced tha failure of the dry goods house of 
A. P. Ryan, of Fort Worth, Texas, which fact 
caused quite a sensation among the wholesale 
dry goods and clothing men of St. Louis, quite 


a number of whom held claims for large 
amounts againstthe house. Among the most 
deéply interested were J. H. Wear, Boogher 
& Co., who were involved to the extent 
of about $5,000; Crow, Hargadine & Co., about 
$4,000; Chase & Cabot, $3,500:Wm. H. Kellogg 
& Co.,about $3,500; Schwab & Co.,about $5,000, 
anda number of other houses for smaller 
amounts. Besides these it was known that H. 
4 — & Oo.,of New York, were infor about 
2, 060. 

Several of the St. Lonis firms immediately 
began to take stepstowards the recovery of the 
amounts due them, and a state of affairs was 
uncovered which carried the conviction that a 
very 

BOLD FRAUD HAD BEEN PERPETRATED. 
It appears that about two vears ago Mr. Ryan 
started in business at Fort Worth with a small 
Stock purchased in St. Louis for cash and was 
apparentiy building upa good trade. His 
Standing in Fort Worth seemed to be good, 
ae as he alwuys paid cash for his goods he 
soon established a fair credit here as well 
ii with Claflin & Co. in New 
York, where he pursued the Same 
cash eourse. Finally he bevan to buy small 
bills on short time. and as payment was made 
promptiy his credit remained untmparied. 
Last spring a young man named R. E. Cross, 
who was then @ saiesman for Chase & Cabot, 
and formerly heia a similar position with Wm. 
H. heloge & Co., announced that he was 
about to resign his position to take the man- 
ageraent of the Ryan house in Fort Worth. It 
is Sxid that to some he asserted that he was to 
‘be Ryan’s partner, while to others he was 
going as manager under salary, but to all he 
stated that he nade the change in order to 
better bis condition, and as he was then yet-

VEHICLE LICENSE. 


A New Way of Collecting the Tax on 
Conveyances. 


Nearly a Thousand Owners and Drivers 
of Unlicensed Vehicles Arrested 
by the Police—Over $100,- 
000 Revenue Lost to 
the City. 


When the police platoons assembled yester- 
day morning to go on duty, at each of the 
main stations they were instructed to arrest 
all violaters ot the vehicie license ordinance. 
By 9 o’clock last night 500 drivers and owners 
had had the hand of the law laid upon them 


for failing to comply with the provisions of the 
city ordinances, and to-day they were ar- 
raigned in the Carondelet, First and Second 
District Police Courts. The cases are made 
under ordinance 37, articles land 3, the sub- 
Stance of which is not generally known: 
**There spall be annually levied and collected 
a license taux upon all cabs, hacks or hackney 
coaches, private carriages, barouches, bug- 
gies, wagons, omnibuses, carts, drays, and 
other vehicles using the streets for trade or 
any other purpose, public or private, whether 
the owner resides inthe city or outof it, as 
follows: on each buggy or sulky 
$3, hand-cart $i, horse-cuart $3, cab $$, 
Gray or furniture car $10, baggage wagon $12, 
two-horse ompious $15, four-horse omnibus 
$20, six horse omnibus $25, each hack or hack- 
ney Carriage $12, one horse private carriage 
$3, two horse private carriage $'0, each ove- 
horse barouche $3, each two-horse barouche 
$5, each hote) caoch or carriage $15, each 
heavy truck $30, each sprinkling wagon $10, 
each one-horse wagon not before mentioned 
'$. each two-horse wagon not before men- 
tioned $10, each three horse wagon not before 
mentioned $12, each four-horse wagon not be- 
fore mentioneu $15, for each five and six-horse 
vehicle not before mentioned $3u.’’ 

It is furthergordained by thejmunicipa! laws 
that the license piate shall be placed in a con- 
spicuous and particular position, so thatthe 
ofnicers yesterday had but little @ifficuity in 
deciding who was wanted and who not. 
No Class of vehicles was spared—physicians’ 
rigs, tiucks, baggage-wagons,[§ carriages, 
drays, Carts and every shape of vehicle we-e 
exawined that came to the notice of 
| the officers, and this morning a 
long line ot different rigs stood on Clark ave- 
nue from Eleventh to Thirteenth and on Bid- 
ale and l'ifth streets awaiting the disposition 
of the casesin court. Whenthe arrests were 
made vesterday the news of the intentions of 
the police spread rapidiy about town, and at 
2p.m. it was impossible to reach a desk in 
the Collector's office atthe Court-house,which 


—— 
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was packed with owners and drivers, 
anxious to procure licenses and 
escape arrest. A number of those arrested 


recured licenses at oace, and to-day present 
ec them in the Police Ceur:, thereby securing 
a dismissal of the cases againstthem. A few 
years ago the owners associated and organ- 
| ized for the purpose of testing the validity of 
the city ordinances prescribing the license, 
butit was found to be good, and the test ended 
by the contestants paving the amount of tax 
prescribed. 

The raid yesterday was the result of a con- 
sultation between the Comptroller, 
Collector and Police Department, the 
object bein to increase the mu- 
nicipal revenue. By the failure of drivers 
to pay the required tax on private convey- 
ances and business vehiclesthecity is annu- 
ally cheated out of over $100,000 revenue, 
which it is now proposed to collect 
with the assistance of the police department. 
To-day the noble work of the peelers was Car- 
ried on with the same vigor as yesterday , «nd 
all day long the station houses were crowded 
with prisoners’ bondsmen and friends. In 
cases where the arrest interfered with busi- 
ness personal bonds were tuken. with the 
place of business and other necessary infor- 
mation, and the prisoners were released.

same. And severak: friportant witnesses 
for the State ao not , come, while 
Judge Cady and Deputy Sheriff Archie Carr 
are there already, and a large crowd of look- 
ers-on interested in dark and unknown ways 
also came to see, and the following is a true 
report of the performance they then and there 
did witness in the temple of Justice, where the 
great aim is to weigh outjustice to those ac- 
cused of grievous crimes. 

Mr. Charies Noland, appearing for the 
State, said: ‘*Your Honor, several iim- 
portant witnesses for the State do not answer. 
Mr. Steinberg, an important witness, is out of 
the city and has been for the past ten days. 
Miss Johnson, also an important witness, is 
out of the State. Robinson, the short-hand 
reporter who copied the original aftidavit, is 
not here; neither is Judge Laughlin nor Mr. 
Jay L. Torrey, both important witnesses. I 
saw the attorney for the defendant two days 
ago and then he wanted us to continue the case. 
We expected to be ready, but could 
not be as was afterwards found out,and now, 
I suppose, they willinsist upon a trial now 
that the State is not ready.’’ 

F.D.Tarner,the defendant’s attorney referred 
to above, said: ‘‘We do not insist upon an affi- 
davit from the State foracontinuance.

This ends the affi- 
davit business. No process of the court can 
force him to produce or refrain from destroy- 
ingit.

HISTORIC CHARACTERS. 


A Glance at the Thinkers and States- 
men of the Southwest. 
**Gath’s’’ New Orleans Letter to Cin. Enquirer. 


1 was thinking over the public men of the 
Southwest yesterday, nae myself which of 
them had been the most influential on his 
country’s civilization and development. 
Taking the Southwest to be everything be- 
low the Tennessee River, between Alabama 
and the plains, we think of several brilliant 

ople immediately who lived or operated 

tween those limits. It has generally been 
said that Tennessee is the mother of South- 
western States. The founder was John Se- 
vier, whose family cpntrolled the politics of 
Arkansas from its admission into the Union 
down to the civil war, with but few inter- 
vals. Then came Sevier’s youthful oppo- 
nent, Andrew Jackson, who in a military 
point of view was the Washington of the 
Southwest, and his name was formidable un- 
til he died throughout Mississippi, ofissouri, 
Arkansas and Texas. Almost the last act of 
his life was to issue a private proclamation to 
congratulate Texas on coming into the Union, 
which was carried out under his young disci- 
ple, James K. Polk. Although Texas was 
admitted afew days before Polk came into 
office, his election compelled that event, and 
his Administration fought the war with 
Mexico, which not only protected Texas, but 
whey us powerful extensions of territory on 

er west. 

Thomas Benton, of Missouri, another Ten- 
nessee man, who left Tennessee partly on 
account of a bloody fight hé and his brother 
had with Jackson, was a remarkable charac- 
ter of this region, but he had unpopular 
qualities, stirred up unworthy animosities, 
and his ——— was almost equal to his 
American historical] scholarship. He remains, 
however, th: ablest general writer, prophet 
and inspirator of the Democracy of the 
piains, for he was not much an enthusiast on 
the Texas question, having followed Mr. Van 
Buren, who pronounced against the Govern- 
ment admitting Texas. Benton turned his 
attention to asplendid empire west of Mis- 
souri, in Oregon, Californias, Coloradu and 
Kansas. He belongs, therefore, to the North 
rather than the South, and was so discrimi- 
nated againstin Missouri when Jim Green 
and several other small-fry divided his rai- 
ment. His young proteges, Frank Blair and 
Montgomery Blair, in the field and the Cabi- 
net, maintained their identity as apostles of 
the Northern idea. 

A man rather overlookedin the Southwest 
was Gov. Claiborne, the first American Gov- 
ernor of Louisiana. Mr. Cable introduces 
him in a faint aketch in bis novel callea ‘*The 
Grandissimes.’’ He died while the Senator- 
elect of Louisiana, after having been both 
Territorial and State Governor. It is his 
nephew, I believe, who has recently written 
the ‘*History of Mississippi.”? Sam. Houston, 
notwithstanding his remarkable qualities and 
uniform patriotism and succes, is still very 
much of a local character, because the rest of 
the country is but sligbily familiar with what 
has been going on in ‘Texas. The last genera- 
tion knew Houston much better than the 
present one. 

Two briiliant men in the South were S. §. 
Prentiss, of Mississippi, and Robert Critten- 
den, of Arkansas, both of whom, it is said, 
shortened their days and darkened tbeir 
bright talents by that ee into which 
young men fromthe Northern climate were 
often drawn by their prominence in the far 
South. Traditions say that Crittenden died 
on a spree while visiting Prentiss, and Pren- 
tiss himseif bitterly lamented that he had 
ever gone South at all and lost the restraints 
of his New England education. The two 
celebrated men of Mississippi—Jefferson 
Davis and John A. Quitman—were both from 
a more Northern climate. Quitman was of 
German stock, born at Rhinebeck, on the 
Hudson River, near the homes ofthe Livings- 
ton family. Davis was born in Kentucky, 
but a few miles from the birth-place of 
Abraham Lincoln, and it has been said that 
both were of poor white stock. Davis, how- 
ever, was able to get into the regular army 
when a young mar, which supposes some 
family backing. Up to the rebellion Mr. 
Davis’ recordin the Senate and the Cabinet 
was one of the best from the South. Since 
the rebellion he appears to have been unable 
to extricate himseif froma series of small 
fatalities naturally attending a failure like 
that of which he was the head. Men can be 
far more right than he was, and yet lose his- 
torical approval by the material triumph of 

their countr mn consequence of their 
overthrow. This has been the case in 
France, to some extent, with Coligny and the 
Huguenots. Inthe eyes of all Protestants 
mw A were right, but they kept up civil dis- 
turbances in France, and that monarchy and 
nation could only be united and quieted by 
their suppression, which Richelieu accom- 
plished. ow much greater must be the per- 
sonal failure of the Chief Magistrate of a 
slavery Republic, particularly since he has 
had so little cheerfulness in falling into the 
counter triumphin which his own people 
have shared. His book belongs to that class 
of publications which the Puseyites in Eng- 
land read with deep interest, as to whether, if 
the Reformation had not stopped about one- 
third of the way in its course, we should not 
have been cousiderably becter. 

The physical heroes of the Southwest dur- 
ing the rebellion were so many, and there 
was 60 little of an intellectual or moral kind 
to distinguish them, that the whole mess is 
in yn gt of being confused and forgotten. 
One of the mo-t remarkable of them, per- 
haps, was Hindman, of Arkansas, who car- 
petbaegeed into that State before the war, with 
the idea of conquering it by a union of bis 
talents and his ferocity. Though he was a 
military failure, he prevented the atrocities in 
is department which were permuted by 
Sterling Price and others io Missouri, Texas 
and Loulsiana, and be hanged ruffians of bis 
own command, as Burbridge didin Kencuck y. 
Arkansas, since the war, bas been rather 
more orderly than it was before, while the 
Gteorders of Missouri since tbe war have 
on almost perennial. Hindman was axsas- 
; bated, like Van Dorn, another capavle man 
mn war, the latter by one of his own tribe, 
who suspected him of intimacy with his wife.

VESUVIUS VISITED. 


Railway Up the Mountain—A 
Rough Scramble. 
From Vinsley’s Magazine. 


After somewhat more than half an hour’s 
ride overa howling wilderness, we reached 
the foot of the cone, and 
the lower’ station of the Ferrovia 
Funicalore di Vesovo, or Vesuvian Rope 
Railway. We dismounted here, leaving our 
horses in charge of the custodian of what 
seemed to be a wooden annex to the modern 
whitewashed railway station; and passing 
over in silence a suggestion froma hairy raga- 
muffin that he should drag meup the cone 
with his strap for the small sum of six francs, 
I began to ascent forthwith. It was a weary 
climb enough fromthe lowerto the upper 
station of the railway,.but fortunately, nota 
long one, the ascent of somewhat more than 
a thousand feet being accomplished in about 
an hour’s time 

The superiority of the Superior Station of 
the Funicular Railway lies wholly inits ele- 
vation above sea level. The edifice is nothing 
more than a wooden shanty—a mere taberna- 
cle run uv inastyle sufficiently enduring to 
last until the next eruption has brushed the 
Funicular Railroad off the face of the moun- 
tain. The raiiroad itseifis of very peculiar 
construction. The line is a double one; but 
the carriages, of which there are two—one 
ascending while the other descends—run each 
on a singie rail raised above a foot from the 
bed of the road ona massive sleeper. The 
vebicie is steadied by aseries of guide whee!s, 
which, mounted on peculiar curved 
arms projecting horizontally from the lower 
part of the frame-work, press firmly against 
small secondary rails nxed to the sides of the 
sleeper. An endless wire rope working over 
large pulleys at the upper and tower stations 
is fixed to each carriage; and, the rope being 
set in motion by a stationary engine below, 
one carriage mounts while the other descends 
the steep gradient of more than thirty de- 
grees. ‘*‘Carpe diem’’ is naturally ‘the maxim 
of the Vesuvius Railway Company. ‘“‘Let us 
cut down expenses to the lowest figure, and 
squeeze as much money as we can to-day 
from tourists and students of nature, for to- 
morrow the mountain may be on the rampage.” 
Such language as this, no doubt, is held by 
the chairman of the company, when a share- 
holder ventures to.suggest a more liberal ex- 
penditure on permanent way or a reduction of 
the exorbitant fares. 

Five minutes from the upper station, along 
a rugeed path, flanked by walls of rough 
scorie, and the top of the mountain, hidden 
until now by the slope of the cone, came sud- 
denly into view, a dense cloud of white smoke 
issuing from the crater, accompanied by in- 
termittent discharges of black ashes and cin- 
ders. A few paces more, and, passing over 
a low brow at the summit of the great cone, 
we find ourselves in front of a small hut of 
roughly-thrown-together lava blocks. 

The character of the prospect, looking from 
this hut toward the smoking crater, might be 
best summed up in the one; word ‘‘infernal.”’ 
A smal! plateau or shaliow basin, less than 
fifty yards in width, lay before us, covered 
with a rough crestof sulphur, whose brilliant 
tints of yellow and orange and green were 
beautiful with a reptilian beauty. Imagine a 
huge frog skin stretched over a rough surface 
some fifty yards wide, and you have an almost 
perfect picture of this little basin. At its 
farther edge rose the final cone of Vesuvius, 
asteep mound of black clinkers, some nifty 
feet high, like the cinder heaps around a great 
ironworks. From its mouth rose a thick 
column of light-colored smoke, and at inter- 
vals of afew secondsadeep soft roar was 
heard likethe rushing of distant waters, and 
a gush of ashes and dark cinder lumps shot 
up some hundreds of feet. into the air, with a 
speed gradually decreasing till they reached 
their culminating point, where they hovered 
for a moment before they went swooping 
downward into the crater once more. 

After a little while we went across this lit- 
tle plateau for the final cone. It was a strange 
sensation to feel the treacherous floor of 
reeking sulphur crunch beneath one’s feet in 
the deep silence of the mountain top—a si- 
lence broken only at regular intervals by the 
roar of each discharge from the crater and 
the rustling of the lighter cinders as, carried 
by the wind, they felionthe outercircie of 
the cone. Walking overthe furrowed and 
fissured field of crisp sulpbur here cailed up 
in the memory recojlections of tramps across 
Swiss glaciers at davbreak, before the frost 
crystals have begun to meit beneath the sun, 
but the erunch of the footfails was perhaps 
the only link connecting the actual picture 
with the one stirred up in the memory. 

The last ten minutes’ work up inthe steep 
slope of loose clinkers was more fatiguing 
than all that had gone before. The sulpbur 
fumes curling up from every crevice between 
the cinders grew stronger as we went on, 
taking away our breath, and causing us to 
balt and cough spasmodically every half 
dozen steps we made. Added tothe reek ofthe 
sulphur was the unpleasant heat of the ground 
beneath our feet, enough to scorch the soles 
of our boots, and to become absolutely pain- 
ful when one happened to siak to bis ankies 
in the cinders. Measured witha protractor 
on the sharp profile of an excellent photo- 
graph bought in Naples the following day, I 
found the angle of inclination here was fully 
thirty-four degrees, a slope only a few de- 
grees less than that which Humboldt, in his 
account of the Peak of Teneriffe, points out 
as being quite impracticable on firm, smooth 
ground without the cutting of steps. But 
our feet, bedding themselves in the shifting 
clinkers. which slid under our weight with 
a metallic tinkle, ecut their own steps 
as we hurried up, making aspurtto get over 
the business quickly and emerge into the 
pure air once more. We couid not get right 
up tothe brink of the crater. The stifling 
smoke was too much for us. Curling over 
the edge, it crept some feet along the slopes 
and he'd us there at bay; but even if we bad 
been able to hang over’ the treacherous 
crumbling rim, there could have been noth- 
ing to see inthe cavity of the crater itself 
but more smoke. Sowe stood gasping about 
six feet below the brink, admiring the grand 
discharges of flaming red cinders popping up 
some hundreds of feet into the air and falling 
back again softly as Roman candles. Now 
and then a large lump of cinder would tum- 
ble back over the edge and roll to our feet, or 
shoot out veyond us, and set us dodging here 
and there, or absurdly ducking our headae 
and shrugging our shouiders, as if that 
could have made the blow lighter when it 
came, 

Some time afterward we turned our backs 
on the crater and retired in rather disorderly 
fashion, coughing and sliding and stumbling 
down the scorching hot ciader cone until we 
reached the lava rampart which bounds the 
small su'phur plateau on the rizbt. Here, 
breathing freelv once more, we sat down and 
enjoyed the spacious prospect of land and sea 
beneath us, or perhaps I should sgy I, and 
not we, enjoyed it, since Mr. Ruskin will not 
hear of an uncultivated peasantry baving an 
eye for the beautiful in landscape.

After the directors had relieved themselves 
by shifting the blame and responsibility for 
the failure from the shoulders of one 
to the other, the tacts were 
brought out, and the transactions of the cash- 
ier with Meyer Goidsoll, involving loans 
without security to the extent of hundreds of 
thousands, were exposed to light. Young 
Krieger had suffered bimself toa certain de- 
vree to be made a scapegoat tor the loose 
transxctions to which’certain of the directors 
were parties in full and guiity knowledge. 
But he played fast and 10080 
himself with the bank’s affairs, and his infat- 
nation toranextravazant young woman jed 
bim into the wildest excesses and diverted his 
attention from business. The current of 


popular indignation was strong against him, 


and toescape personal injury he took refuge 
behind the bats of the City Jail. Shame and 
disgrace, added to bitter remorse, 
brought him at length to the 
grave ofa suicide. It would be tedious to 
dwell uatlength upon the transactions sanc- 
tioned by this model directory, which led the 
institution toruin.

VEHICLE LICENSE. 


A New Way of Cofiecting the Tax on 
Conveyances. 
js a 
Nearly a Thousand Owners and Drivers 
of Unlicensed Vehicles Arrested 
by the Police—Over $100,- 
000 Revenue Lost to 
the City. 


When the police platoons assembled yester- 
day morning to go on duty, at each of the 
main stations they were instructed to arrest 
all violatorsot the vehicle license ordinance. 
By 9 o’clock last night 500 drivers and owners 
had had the hand of the law laid upon them 


for failing ¢0 comply with the provisions of the 
city ordinances, and to-day they were ar- 
raignedin the Carondelet, First and Second 
District Police Courts. The cases are made 
under ordinance 37, articles land 3, the sub- 
Stance of which is not generally known: 
**There snall be annually levied and collected 
& license tax upon ali cabs, hacks or hackney 
coaches, private carriages, barouches, bug- 
gies, wagons, omnibuses, carts, drays, and 
other vehicies using the streets for trade or 
any other purpose, public or private, whether 
the owner resides inthe city or outof it, as 
follows: on each buggy or sulky 
$3, hand-cart $i, horse-cart $3, cab 8, 
cray or furniture car $10, baggage wagon $12, 
two-horse Omnibus $15, four-borse omnibus 
$20, six horse-omnibus $25, each hack or hack- 
ney carriage $12, one horse private carriage 
$3, two borse private carriage §.0, each one- 
horse barouche $3, each two-horse barouche 


$5, each hotel caoch or carriage $15, each 


heavy truck $30, each sprinkling wagon $10, 
each one-horse wagon not before mentioned 
$3, each two-horse wagon not before men- 
tioned $10, each three-horse wagon not before 
mentioned $12, each four-horse wagon not be- 
fore mentionea $15, for each five and six-horse 
vehicle not before mentioned $0.’’ 

Itis furtherfordained by thejmunicipa! laws 
that the license plate shall be placed in a con- 
spicuous and particular position, so that the 
officers yesterday had but little difficuity in 
deciding who was wanted and who not. 
No class of vehicles was spared—physicians’ 
rigs, trucks, baggage-wagons,M carriages, 
drays, cartsand every shape of vehicle weve 
examined that came to the notice of 
the officers, and this morning a 
long line of different rigs stood on Clark ave- 
nue from Eleventh to Thirteenth and on Bid- 
die and Fifth streets awaiting the disposition 
of the casesin court. Whenthe arrests were 
made yesterday the news of the intentions of 
the police spread rapidly about town, and at 
2p.m.it wasimpossible to reach a desk in 
the Collector's office atthe Court-house, which 


was packed with owners and drivers, 
anxious to procure licenses and 
escape arrest. A number of tbose arrested 


secured licenses at once, and to-day present 
ed them in the Police Court, thereby securing 
a dismissal of the cases againstthem. A few 
years ago the owners associated and organ- 
ized for the purpose of testing the validity of 
the city ordinances prescribing the license, 
butit was found to be good, and the test ended 
by the contestants paying the amount of tax 
prescribea. 

The raid yesterday was the result of a con- 
between the Comptroller, 
and Police Department, the 
object being to increase the mu- 
nicipal revenue. By the failure of drivers 
to pay the required tax on private convey- 
ances and business vehiclestnecity is annu- 
ally cheated out of over $)00,000 revenue, 
which it is now proposed to collect 
with the assistance of the police department. 
To-day the noble work of the peelers was car- 
ried on with the same vigor as yesterday , and 
all day long the station houses were crowded 
with prisoners’ bondsmen and friends. In 
arrest interfered with busi- 
ness personal bonds were taken. with the 
place of business aud other necessary infor- 
mation, and the prisoners were released.
